A NET THAT FAILED TO HOLD.

THE EARTH'S MOTION 


How We Are Whirling Around 
and Through Space. 


THE INFLUENCE OF THE SUN. 


Without Its Att-action That Drawe the 
World Toward It In an Elliptical 
Course Our Globe Weuld Wander en 
Forever in a Straight Line, 


There are those who think much of 
moving from one point to another of 
the earth—travel they call it—and yet 
pay little heed to the wonderful jour- 
hey of the earth {teelf. Many, again, 
go to seek a climate while the hurry- 
Ing earth is bringing to them one cli- 
mate after nuother in endless succes- 
sion, Those who have not hitherto 
taken much notice of the earth's prog- 
ress—who have not, so to speak, looked 
out of their carriage window as they 
are whirled along—might find a new 
interest In doing #80. Look, for exam- 
ple, at the apparent size of the sun. 
Casual observation shows that it ap- 
pears larger in the winter heavens. 
And exact measurements tell us that 
it Is largest on Jan. 1 and smallest on 
July 2. The size of the sun thus marks 
earth's wearest approach and 
greatest distance from the sun. Accu- 
rate astronomical measurement of the 
sun's dlameter might even determine 
the duy of the year, for the dally vart- 
ation In the apparent size of the sun ts 
some nine-fiftieths of a second of an- 
gular measurement. And astronomers 
profess to measure the second decimal 
of seconds, 

There are three ways in which we 
are journeying with the earth. There 
is, first, the daily revolution, which car- 
ries us through a complete circle in 
twenty-four hours at a rate varying 
from rather more than a thousand 
miles an hour at the equator to noth- 
ing ut the poles, where no one, by the 
way, has ever been. Then we are trar- 


| eling firound the sun once a year at 


the rate of eighteen miles a second. 
Thirdly, we are journeying through 
stellar space, for one of the most re- 
mirkable facts which modern astron- 
omy has hrought to light is that our 
Solar system, the sun with all {ts plan- 
ets, Is on a journey toward the con- 
stellation Lyra at the rate of ten miles 
a second. 

As we sit in a train and are whirled 
along It sometimes appears as if the 
scenery were flying past us rather 
than we past it. So the daily revolu- 
tion of the carth—a thousand miles an 
hour at the equator—makes the sun 
rise and set, and our yearly journey 
makes the sun apparently travel 
through the constellations of the zo 
diac. If we move round any stationary 
object on the earth we see it with a 
constantly changing background—now 
a windmill, now a cottage, now @ 
wood, now a church, etc. So as we 
travel round the sun we see {t with an 


ever changing background of stars— 
now those of Aries, now of Taurus, 
now of Gemini, and so on. The post- 


tion of the sun among the stars marks 
the stages of the earth’s annual jour- 
ney. And as the earth arrives at dif- 
ferent points of its orbit the times of

Indications of the earth's progress 
have been taken as marks of the sea- 
sons, ‘Thus when Sirius rose with the 
sun {it was known that the dog days 
had begun. Early astronomers watch- 
ed carefully for the rising of the dog 
star. The Egyptian astronomers look- 
ed for the helical rising of Sothis to 
procialm the new year 

It is the earth’s yearly journey round 
the sun which enables us to determine 
the distances of the stars. The method 
{s precisely that adopted by surveyors 
for determining the position of objects 
on earth. The direction of the object 
whose distance ts to be found {8 ob- 
served from two points a known dis- 
tance apart. The rest Is mere calcula- 
In the case of the stars the direc- 
tlons are observed from two extreme 
points tn the earth's orbit instead of 


from the two ends of a base line. The 
process js called triangulation when 
applied to earth measurements, and 


everybody understands what it means. 
When applied to the stars {it ts called 
parallax and remains a mystery to 
most people. Such ts the obscuring 
power of a word, 

The “litte more” and the “little less” 
of Browning are forcibly fllustrated in 
direction of the earth's Journey 
round the sun, Ap elliptic course dif- 
fering very little from a circle, com- 
bined with a tilt of the axis, gives us 
the seasons.

That Make Possible This 
Beautiful Mlusion. 

About that natural phenomenon, the 
‘nirage, much mystery clung tn days 
if old, but science explains it as read 
ily as the rainbow 

The fata morgana of the stralt of 
Messina and the specter of the Brock 
en were nothing more in sober reality 
than mere mirage. 

A mirage may occur at any place 
where the denser stratum of alr ts 
placed above the lighter stratum, thus 
refracting the rays of Hight, the com 
mon surface of the two stratums act 
Ing as a mirror 

In looming mirages 
khow an extravagant increase in ver 
tieal height without alteration in 
breadth, Distant hummocks of Ice are 
thus magnified into immense towers 
and pinnacles, and a ship ts sometimes 
abnormally drawn out until tt appears 
twelve or thirteen times as high as ft 
is long. Rocks are seen drawn up to 
ten or twelve tines their proper 
helght. Houses as well as human be- 
ings and animals appear in like exag- 
gerated shape 

Another form of mirage when a 
ship or some other object near the 
water seems greatly elongated and a#

A 8tory Which Sheds a Bright Light 
Upon the Filial Devotion of Kanaka 
Women—The Reason a Baby's Ad- 
vances Were Not Returned. 


The usual Honolulu crowd was down 
at the dock when the steamship from 
San Francisco pulled alongside the 
pler on a brilllant, balmy afternoon ip 
January years ago.

The Famous Rock of Gibraltar 
and Its Armament. 


A GUN IN EVERY CREVICE. 


The Place Stored With Food and Mu- 
nitions of War to Stand a Siege of 
Seven Years—An English View of the 
Cannon Studded Stronghold. 


“An enemy’s fleet could be sent to 
the bottom In ten minutes before get- 
ting within five miles of Gibraltar. 
Not even a torpedo boat could succeed 
in entering the bay unobserved on the 
blackest night.” That sums up the 
opinions of the most eminent naval 
experts as to (he impregnabillty of the 
world’s greutest fortress, 

But disappointinent awaits the sight- 
seeing visitor. The rock, though bar- 
ren, is covered with luxuriant vegeta- 
tlon—not a fort prominent, not a gun 
to be seen even with the most pow- 
erful glasses, no discernible ammuni- 
tion magazines, no strongholds, only a 
peaceful, prosperous harbor and a 
sleepy, straggling town, 

It is night, and the maneuvers are 
on, Swift playing searchlights trans- 
form the bay into a sheet of shimmer- 
ing silver upon which are seen ma- 
jestic British warships and elongated 
flying shadows, the torpedoes, Guns 
answer guns out of every conceivable 
erevice and corner, blending in one 
deafening uproar, while scores of shells 
plow the water for miles around. 

Sentries are everywhere; infantry 
parties crouch in the shadows; hun- 
dreds of gunners stand ready behind 
hundreds of guns In these mysterious 
labyrinths hewn out of the solid rock— 
“the galleries.’ The vicious barkiug 
of Maxim guns gives contrast to the 
deep toned baying of these mammoth 
pleces of ordnance, the mere report of 
which stone roofs and bursts 
doors and whole windows, Could any 
live through the murderous hail 
of gigantic shells? 

Gibraltar never sleeps. By day and 
night two perfectly equipped signal 
Stations, proudly flaunting Britain's 
flag of ownership, unceasingly sweep 
the seas around to a distance of fif- 
teen miles on a clear day, instantly 
reporting the coming and going of 
each vessel. Sentries guard all the 
prominent forts, magazines and gate- 
Ways: gunners sleep beside their guns; 
engineers are ever ready beside the

Modern “needle” guns, the finest in 
Europe, are installed on all the most 
prominent points. They are unreacha- 
able from the sea, even as they are 
undiscernible, owing to the skill with 
are painted and draped to 
match the surrounding vegetation, 
while huge screens drop automatic- 
ally before them as each shell is fired. 
They have a range of fifteen miles 
and could drop shells on Ceuta, in Af- 
rica, opposite, quite comfortably. One 
gun weighs 110 tons and ts capable of 
throwing a shell weighing three-quar- 
ters of a ton. In that marvel of engl- 
neering under great difficulties, the 
galleries, are concealed guns for every

If such property is situated 
in two or more places, or if a recorded 
mortgage includes two or more estates 
or parts of an estate as security for 
one sum, such statement shall include 
an estimate of the interest of the 
mortgagee in each estate or part of an 
estate. The Assessors shall, from such 
statement or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate interests of the mortgagor 
or mortgagee respectively in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly. 
If, in any year, such statement is not 
brought in, the tax for that year on 
such real estate shall not be invalid 
merely for the reason that the interest 
of the mortgagee has pot been assessed 
to him.

It is an invisible substance 
Which travels: in through all 
things Now, to illustrate the nature 
of paradoxteal material Lord 
Welvin searched everywhere and at 
last concluded that shoemakers’ wax 
represented it best Ile made tests, 
and this is what he found: 

He melted some wax in a common 
glass tumbler, After it had hardened 
he tried to thrust a lead pencil through 
it. It would not go. Then he placed a 
eoin on the surface of the wax and 
left it there for several days. When 
he again visited it the coin had sunk 
to the bottom of the glass. The wax 
had closed over tt, and by lifting up 
the glass and looking through the bot- 
tom he could see the coln tying there 
Had the wax been as deep as a well 
the coin would have gone on sinking 
until it reached the bottom, This proved 
that the wax would conform only to 
very slow movements, If he had ‘tried 
fo push it too fast it would have re- 
sisted him 

An idea struck the sctentist. 
wax acted like this toward the 
lrow would it treat an objeet which 
flonted ? He accordingly placed a 
cork in a tumbler and poured hot shoe- 
makers’ wax upon it. The wax hard 
ened with the cork at the bottom, Yet 
when Lord Welvin looked at the bot 
tom of the glass In a day or two he 
found the cork had disappeared. — It 
Was somewhere in the of wax 
and probably rising yery slowly, but 
surely, toward the top. Sure enough, 
after a given period of time the cork 
peeped above the surface of the bard 
wax, and ting''y it rose to a point where 
ft rematned half {mbedded tn the wax, 
just as tt would have done tn a glass 
of water, It rose no higher than this, 
however, and a corkscrew probably 
would not have pulled it from the wax. 
Yet Its own buoyancy had ratsed it up

A FAMOUS PLAYHOUSE THE SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


Old Drury Lane Has Outlived 
Many Vicissitudes. 


& PHENIX AMONG THEATERS. 


London’s Home of Pantomime Has 
Been the Scene of Many Conflagra- 
tions—Attacks Upon Royalty Within 
Ite Walls—The “Rejected Addresses.” 


On the night of eb, 24, 1800, as the 
house of commons Was engaged upon 
a rather important debate, sundry of 
the members through the 
windows a faint red glow which even- 
tually in its In- 
tensity as tainterfere with the order- 


observed 


became so alarming 


ly course of the discussion, It was 
not long before the news ran round 


the benches that Drury Lane theater 
was alight, and so great was the gen- 
eral concern at what was considered 
almost a national disaster that a mo 
tion was made to adjourn the sitting, 
Sheridan, however, as Moore tells us 
in his life of the great orator, Imme- 
diately expressed the hope—with an 
air of detachment that did him the 
greatest credit, considering his post- 
tion as principal shareholder in the 
theater—that “whatever might be the 
extent of the present calamity it would 
not interfere with the public business 
of the courrry.” That his courage was 
not daunted by so serious a personal 
disaster was proved by the fact that 
he reopened a week later at the Ly- 
ceum 

The destruction of “The Lane”’—the 
third building since its foundation tn 
1668—was ove of seven familiar dis 
usters to London theaters in twenty 
years; but, whatever happened, 
Drury Lane must be rebuilt. Nor was 
the decision on the part of the pro- 
prietors unbusinesslike In the least 
degree, for Horace Walpole, under the 
date of 1751, tells us how on the day 
appointed for the nationalization bill 
“the house of commons adjourned to 
attend at Drury Lane, where ‘Othello’ 
was acted by a Mr, Debanal and his 
family, 

Drury Lane has passed through many 
vicissitudes in the course of its exist 
ence, ‘The first building was very un- 
favorably described by Pepys, who 
writes of the discomfort caused by 
rain that found its way through the 
roof and drenched the oecupants of 
the pit and also the bad acoustie qual- 
ities of the place. Fire put an end to 
these inconveniences In 1672. The sec- 
ond theater, which was designed by 
Wren and opened tn 1674, bad a much 
longer life, but was on two ocenasions 
the scene of attempts upon the royal 
family. In 1716 Freeman tried to shoot 
the Prince of Wales, who afterward 
became King George IL, and in 1800 
George II1. was the victim of a similar 
unsuccessful attack at the hands of a 
lunatic. It was this same building 
which, as Walpole relutes in one of his 
letters, was the scene of a lively dis- 
turbance fn 1744, when an attempt 
was made to Introduce pantomime for 
the tirst time. So great has been the 
ehange of popular sentiment on this 
point since that far off date that today 
winter in London without pantomime 
at Drury Lane is almost incredible. 

The third bullding, which was open- 
ed in 1704, came to an untimely end, 
as we have seen, in 1809, and the inau- 
guration of its successor three years 
later was marked by an event of con- 
siderable literary importance. The 
managers of the theater, being desir- 
ous of giving their new venture a good 
sendoff, invited the public to submit to 
competition suitable prologues, the 
prize poem:to have the honor of being 
publicly recited from the stage upon 
the day of opening. A host of writers, 
including many of the best known 
names in contemporary literature, re- 
sponded to the invitation, and this 
fact fortunately suggested to two 
brothers, James and Horace Smith, 
who were beginning to acquire a repu- 
tation in the world of letters, the no- 
tion of publishing anonymously a col- 
lection of prologues parodying the 
ftyles of various living writers of re 
pute. As it was necessary that the 
little volume should be issued in time 
for the opening of the theater, the au 
thors were compelled to complete their 
task In six but it is doubtful 
whether the quality of the work suf 
fered much on this account.

The Assessors shall, from such 
statement or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate interests of the mortgagor 
or mortgagee respectively in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly. 
If, in any year, such atatement is not 
brought in, the tax for that year on 
such real estate shall not be invalid 
merely for the reason that the interest 
of the mortgagee has not been assessed 
to him.

THE CHAMELEON. 


This Curious Animal ts Like Two Half 
Creatures Joined, 


The chaneleon is rot -allied closely 
to ans other animal It stiridgaits ¢ 
genus by itself The nervous cénters 
in one dateral half operate independ 
ently of those in the other This 
Bees Outrageous, and it is, but it is 
true, ‘The chameleon tas two lateral 


centers of perception —of sensation and 
of motion. There exists third 
center—that common one in whieh 
abides the power of concentration by 
means of which the two sides of the 
creature may be forced to work in 
harmony with each other But this 
center of concentration does not al 
ways dominate the situation. Not 
withstanding the strictly symmetrical 
structure of the animal's two halves, 
the eyes move quite independently, 
and they convey distinet and separate 
impressions to their respective centers 
of perception. As of the eyes, so of 
the other members—each reports to 
and is controlled by its own center. 
The result is that when the faculty 
of concentration becomes disturbed 
everything is jumbled, Let the ehame 
leon be much agitated and its move 
ments grow erratic They are those 
of two creatures fastened together, or, 
rather, of two half creatures joined 
Bach half exhibits its Intention of go 
ing its separate way. The result Is a 
pittible confasion of movement. There 
{is no concordance of aetion. <A curl 
ous eximple of the chameleon'’s help 
lessness when unduly excited is found 
in the fact that it cannot swim. The 
shock of being plunged fnto water up 
sets the poise of its faculty for concen 
tration, Forthwith each side strikes 
out wildly for itself, to its own undo 
ing The chameleon ts the only four 
legged vertebrate that cannot swim 
When the creature fs calin every im 
pulse to motion is referred to the com 
mon center of concentration, and the 
entire organism acts tn fitting aecord 
with the commands Issued by that fac 
ulty. Thus, while totally different fn 
pressions from the two eyes are trans 
mitted from their centers to the com 
mon one, that concentrating power de 
Which scene Is the more 
fmportant and then directs the eye 
otherwise engaged also to regard it 
The same principle applies in the con 
trol of all the members—so long as the 
animal remains unexcited. Any

WORSHIP THE SHARKS 


South Sea Islanders Fear Them 
as the Abode of Ghosts. 


HOLD SOULS OF THEIR DEAD. 


The Natives Offer Gifts and Food, 
Sometimes Human, to Appease the 
Man Eaters—The Hawaiians Used to 
Feed Their Dead to the Monsters. 


In view of the wide distribution of 
sharks and their strength and ferocity, 
qualities which appealed to the savage 
mind, it is not strange that the cult of 
shark worship should have arisen. This 
worship is especially common in the 
south seas, where sharks are very nu 
merous, says the Detroit Free Press. 

In the Solomon tslands living sacred 
objects are chiefly alligators, 
snakes, ete. Sharks are In all these Is 
lands very often thought to be the 
abode of ghosts, natives will at 
times before their death announce that 
they will appear as sharks. Afterward 
any shark remarkable for size or color 
which observed to haunt a certain 
shore or rock is taken to be some one’s 
ghost, and the name of the deceased ts 
given to it 

Such a one was Sautahimatawa at 
Ulawa, a drended man eater, to which 
offerings of porpoise teeth were made 
At San certain food, such as coconnuts 
from certain trees, is reserved to feed 
such a ghost shark, and there are cer 
taln men of whom it is known that 
after death they will be ino sharks 
These, therefore, are allowed to eat 
such food In the sacred place. In Saa 
and Ulawa if a saered shark had at 
tempted to seize a oman and be had 
escaped the people would be se much 
afraid of the shark’s anger that they 
would throw the man back in the sea 
to be drowned, These sharks also were 
thought to aid in catehing the bonito, 
for taking which supernatural power 
was necessary. 

In the Banks tslands a shark may 
be a tangnroa, a sort of familiar spirit 
or the abode of one, Some years ago 
Manurwar, son of Mala, the ehfef man 
in Vanun Lava, had such a shark, He 
had given money to a Manwo man to 
send it to him. It was very tame and 
would come up to him when he went 
down to the beach at Nawono and

follow along in the surf as he walked | 


along the shore, In the New Hebrides 
some men have the power, the natives 
believe, of changing themselves 
sharks, 

The Samoan native believed that his 
gods appeared in some visible inear- 
nation, and the particular thing in 
which it was in the habit of appear- 
ing was to him an object of venera- 
tion. Many worshiped the shark in 
this way, and while they would freely 
partake of the gods of others they 
felt that death would be the penalty 
should they eat their own god, The 
god wus supposed to avenge the in- 
sult by taking up his abode in the 
offender's body and causing to gen- 
erate there the very thing which he 
bad eaten until {t produced death, In 
one village Taema, the war god, was 
present in a 
These curiosities were done up in a 
piece of native cloth and consulted be- 
fore going to battle. If the bundle 
felt heavy that was a bad omen, but 


{if light the sign was good, and off they | 


went to the fight. 

In the Fiji islands, Viavia and other 
gods claim the shark as their abode, 
and their devotees must never eat of 
that fish, for if they did they would be 
partaking of the god himself. 

It was in the Hawaiian Islands, how- 


ever, that shark worship reached its | 
Its worship was 


greatest perfection. 
quite common on the tslands, each one 
having a special shark as his ances- 
tral god. The worship of sharks was 


due largely to the fact that the belief | 
in the transmigration of souls is quite | 


general among the Polynesians, and 
the Hawaiians would feed their dead 


to the sharks under the supposition 


that in this way the soul of the dead | 


would enter the sharks and so animate 

the latter as to incline them to respect 

the bodies of the living. 
Several of the African 


coast tribes 


worship the shark. Three or four times | 
in the year they celebrate the festival 


of the shark, which is done in this 
wise; They all row out in thelr boats 
to the middle of the river, where they 
invoke, with the strangest ceremonies, 
the protection of the great shark. They 
offer to him poultry and goats in order 
to satisfy his sucred appetite. But this 
is nothing, An infant every year 
sacrificed to the monster, which has 
been feted and nourished for the sac- 
rifice from its birth to the age of ten. 
On the day of the fete it Is bound to a

BROWNING’S “SORDELLO.” 


The Critics Had Lots of Fun With the 
Famous Poem. 

Robert Browning was twen- 
| ty-eight years old and after he had 
written “Paracelsus” and bis tragedy 
of “Strafford,” he wrote “Sordello,” 
| about which there has always been 
such a variety of opinion, Dante in 
his “Purgatory” wrote of Sardello, 
who was a poet of Provence. 

“When “Sordello” appeared it made 
a sensation, Punch said jt had of 
| fered £100 any person who would 
reasonably explain one single Hne and 
| thet after a year no one bad claimed 
| this reward. Burlesques were writ 
ten on it, and in one of these it was 
claimed that the funniest lines were 
some of the exact original ones, 

A story is told of witty Douglas Jer- 
rold, who met a friend one day and 
asked, “Have you read ‘Sordello? 
|} Does It mean anything?" 

The friend replied that 
nothing whatever “Thank 
sald Jerrold, “Then I am not mad! 1 
read it yesterday and feared I had 
lost my wits It 1s only Browning 
who has lost his.” 

Another story was that erlminals at 
Newgate prison who were condemned 
to death were offered full pardon if 
they would listen to the reading of 
*“Sordello,” but in every instance they 
hastened with glee to the gallows 
Browning sald that he blamed 
nobody but himself for the work and 
that it had many faults of expression; 
that he meant to lay stress on Inei 
} dents in the development of a soul 
and that little else 1s worth study. 
This estimate of his work was given 
twenty-five years after it was written 
when he bad revised it and dedicated 
it to a friend lle rewrote very little 
of it, and his followers have a bellef 
that he considered “Sordello” his best 
literary work. It certainly has many 
beautiful lines, and in particular there 
fs a word pieture as striking as aby- 
thing in our language:

It all comes trom the springs 
in the bills that surround Horn Pond, 
and is as pure and sweet as itis possible

Woburn bas done for itself in many 
years. Now, if the city will sell us 
this splendid water at cost, everybody 
will be happy.
